An Income Tax. 


Tie talk of Democratic leaders about 


establishing an income tax is in harmony 
with their other impracticable notions 
about finances and the tariff. Speaking 
of the foolishness of snob a measure the 
3t. Louis Globe-Democrat gives the 
following plain illustration of how such 
a law would work: 


It has been found by pn investigator 


ntothe matter that Gov. Flower pays 
personal taxes on only 810,000, although 
bia possessions probably reach 83,000,000 
at least, chiefly personal property. From 
the same source it is learned that Rich- 
ard Croker, the Tammany chief, and 
Hngh J. Grant, ex-Miiyor of New York, 
both of whom have, by popular report, 
been placed among the millionaires, pay 
no personal tsxes. Other men of great 
wealth in New York and its vicinity are 
mentioned who either escape this tax al- 
together or who pay it on only trifling 
amounts. 
The late Jay Gould, it was 


said, paid taxes on only about one dollar 
out of two or three hundred of bis per- 
sonal property. 
While the growth in 


real estate, which can be seen, is regis- 
tered on the records, the growth of per- 
sonal property, which is in a far greater 
ratio than in the other sort of property, 
but which is invisible, does not appear 
on the tax collector's books.

Under an income tax the temptation to 
dodge would be still greater than it is 
under the regular law, for an income tax 
now would be a class tax, BB it is the de- 
sign to lay it, on only the larger incomes. 
The opportunities of dodging it would be 
fully asrmnieronB as lire those for evading 
the personal property impost.

Simple and Warming and Said to 


Be Certain in Action. 


Mr. Lane, en Eastern traveler and 


Orientalist, recommends the fjllowing 
treatment for coolers: 


He says while residing in Cairo in 


1843, while cholera was raging there, he 
was informed that there was an English- 
man in a Email neighboring village that 
effected a speedy sure in all cases which 
be had an opportunity of treating. The 
number of cases was siity-two, and many 
of them were very malignant. 


"I subsequently learned that his mode 


of treatment was practiced with equal suc- 
cess in Spain, Constantinople and India, 
and was never followed by typhus or ty- 
phoid fever, which proved fatal in many 
cases, when the cholera itself had been 
subdued by other means. Upon apply- 
ing to him I received the following direc- 
tions, which I practiced in a few cases 
which occurred in my house and elie- 
where, wiln invariable success. 


"If the patients have not vomited the 


poisonous matter which is characteristic 
of the disease, and which resembles rice 
water, give a teaspoonfnl powdered mus- 
tard in a tumbler of cold water as an 
emetic. 
After vomiting, whether pro- 


duced by tbe disease or the above means, 
within a few minntes give a wineglaesful 
of brandy, with ten grains of capsicum, 
poffdertd cayenne ptpper stirred up in 
it. This generally produces almost im- 
mediate relief, and within an hour rest, 
perspiration and eltep. In a few cases 
it was foand necessary to give half a dose 
of the brandy and oapsioam after half BD 
lour or more. A second half di.se was 
never rnjaired, but should it be required 
t may be j;iven. Xo other nnid should 
j° drunk before recovering. To acceler- 
ate convalescence it hue been suggested 
bat fifteen drops of mixture ot the 
spirit.-! of ammonia and sulphuric ether 
n equal parts rjany be advantageously 
given three or fonr times during the fol- 


insr day. The ubove quantity of 


irandy and capsicum is for an adult pa- 
;i«nt suffering a severe attack; in other 
lases two-thirds or half that quantity 
mays nlfioe, as I have proven by experi- 
ence."

L. P. Webb of Assumption, W. P. 


Jeffries and J. H. Uppendabl of Dalton 
City, were in Decatnr to-day to make 
arrangements for the burial of the late 
William A. Webb, who •nas found dead 
Wednesday afternoon near his home at 
Dalton City. Tne newspapers have pub- 
lished inoorrsoc and conflicting state- 
ments as to the manner of the death of 
Mr. Webb. It was in no sense a suicide. 
It ia true that at times he was addicted j 
to the use of intoxicating liquors, and 
then he would become quite ill. Mon- 
day night hs was sick. He boarded 
with Mrs. Berry. 
She gave him a cup of 


coffee, but it would not remain on his 
stomach; he threw it np. He was in a 
highly nervous state, and called Mrs. 
Berry's attention to the irregular beating 
of his heart. Mr. Webb went to his 
home for the night, and Tuesday after- 
noon he was found dead in a small stream 
150 yards east of the family residence. 
Investigation showed Mr. Webb bad prob- 
ably become temporarily deranged from 
nervousness while at his home, and while 
ia that state he left his home. 
Coming 


out or the house he ran against a table 
on which a lamp was standing. The jar 
broke the chimney. There was no other 
evidence of disorder in the 
room—no 


diehes or furniture broken. The door 
was left open. The batik of the stream 
is about two feet high. It is believed 
that Mr. Webb was walking very fast or 
was on a run when he came to the stream _ 
There was water about a foot deep in the 
stream, running rapidly. Webb proba- 
bly did not observe the stream in the 
darkness. He fell over the stream, his 
bead resting on the opposite bank out of 
the water. His body and Ikubs were in 
the water. He * as prob'ibly knocked in- 
sensible by the fall, and being chilled by 
the water expired. He had been hillicted 
with heart trouble for a number of years. 
No one for a moment entertains the 
notion of suicide in Mr. Webb's cass. It 
WHS an accidental death due to nervous 
illness. 


The deceased wus 53 years of age on 


M»y 3U, 
He was a eon of W. R. Webb, 


who in 1^60 was pan owner of the old 
Oylesby House, this city, now the St. 
Nicholas Hotel. His brother ia L. F. 
Webb, of Assumption, and he has a wife 
and one son wUo will arrive in Decatur 
this evening f,om Philadelphia, where 
they have been on a visit. Mr. Webo at 
the time of his death was a druggist at 
Dalton City. In Ib71 he was a gram 
dealer and dry goods merchant at that 
place, aud subsequently was associated 
with his brother in conducting an ele- 
vator. 


The remains of the deceased will be 


bronght to Decatur on Sunday and 
placed Bt rest in Greenwood where the 
children of tue deceased are buried.

having fi good deal to e&y abont the f ul- 
Tire of ez-Secretary Foster, charging his

monev, The utter inability of the pres- 
ent administration to do anything to 
reassure business has made it extremely 
hazeir Jons to do business 


In the eastern money centers there is 


not only fear that the administration is 
unable to master the financial problem, 
bnt there is also fear that if Congress is 
called together its action will make mat- 
ters still worse 
Gen Daniel E Sickles, 


who is a Democratic member of Congress 
from New York, voices the feeling of 
financiers in a recent interview, and, by 
the way, his remarks are not very compli- 
mentary to the Democratic partv, as they 
imply u confession that it la a dangerous 
organization when in power.

A mob has taken the law m"its own 


hands, in Macon county, and has satisfied 
its vengeance by hanging a man alleged 
to have committed a heinous crime 
While it may be admitted that in taking 
the life of the culprit, the 
community 


was rid of a man who by his crime bad 
waived his right to live among men, yet 
the method by wh-ch it was dobe will not 
be defended by any considerable number 
of citizens when passion has given place 
to calm and deliberate reasoning 


Mob law cannot be defended from any 


point of view, because first, it is in viola- 
tion of the fundamental principles of the 
governments of the present civilization, 
and if recognized must result in under- 
mining every security that is thrown 
about society by law 
It cannot be 


justified for that reason in any com- 
munity, and wherever it is resorted to the 
effect must be injurious to the com- 
munity 
If the law may be defied in one 


claae of offenses it may be defied in 
others, and the result IB that the only 
limitation upon what a mob may do, 
when encouraged, IB the sentiment of the 
mob itself. 


A fair illustration of the effect of c ti- 


zens taking the law into their own hands 
and what it may lead to when encour- 
aged, is shown in the vendetta that dis- 
graced Williamson and Tranklm coun- 
ties, in this state, some years ngo 
Pri- 


marily, the organization consisted of a 
few respectable citizens to rid a single 
community of some outlaws 
Having 


succeeded in this, and in doing fio having 
at the same time blunted their sensibili- 
ties and respect for Hw, they undertook 
to regulate the general morals of the 
community by force, and scores of people 
who had applauded and justified its nrst 
act themselves became the victims of the 
mob that now had reached a point where 
they utterly disregarded law and were no 
longer moved by the promptirgg of 
mercy. Soon, by the killing of certain 


men, 
communities 
divided into two 


bunds, and men suspected of belonyiEg, 
or being in sympathy with the opposi- 
tion faction, were culled out of their 
residences and 
shot 
down, or were 


dragged out by force ana killed in cold 
blood 
Thus the mob Epint, wh'ch was 


justitial by manv in its first impulse, 
transformed men who were once honor- 
able ei'iz-'is i'to masked demons, who 
rode the country at night taking human 
life 011 the least pretext 


Bnch must ever be the result of the prac- 


tice of mob law when adopted. Ii cannot 
be indulged without injury to the better 
natuies of the people, and the encourage- 
ment of the criminally inclined

I told her I wouldn't 
hurt her and that ehe needn't get soared 
at a colored man; but she kept on run- 
ning and I went away.

S tion he eaid that he Baw the farmers 


tearing down tne road on horse back with 
guns. He crouched low in the brush 
near a log not 20 feet away, and beard 
them talking about what they weie going 
to do if they found the negro. 
"I just 


laid low," said Bush, "and got away 
through the timber and brush." 
The 


fellow atoutly denied that he had 
saulted the woman and intimated that 
he would eatabliah ira alleged innocence 
at the trial. The party had no trouble 
in handling the negro, 
He was not put 


iu irons but he waa closely gusrded on 
the train all the way from 8nllivan to 
Decatur, 


Conductor Greene, in charge of the 


train, took proper precautions to prevent 
excited people from boarding the train. 
Approaching Oerro Gordo a big crowd 
was observed around the station, and 
trouble was expected. There was a rush 
for the tram as it pulled np to the plat- 
form, but 
no violence 
waa 
offered, 


Fletcher stated that he fully expected 
the people were there for business, and 
waa glad when the train pulled out with- 
out trouble.

I'AUTIAL CONFESSION. 


The Fletcher party took Bush, the 


negro, in charge at once. Britton waa 
certain he was the man wanted. He had 
on a dingy, light suit of clothes, a soft 
black hat, loose trousers with different 
colored patches on the seat, and he 
walked ia n shambling way, as described 
by Mr. Barnett, who saw and talked with 
him before he committed the assault. Iu 
every way ho looked like the man seen 
by Burnett, except that he is not quite 
as tall at- at lirat described. 
The party 


drove rapidly to Sullivan in order to 
catch the ICIlingham train on the Wabast^ 
due to arrive in Pecatur by way of Be- 
ment at 11 o'clock. On the way 1'letcher 
and Britton nuestioned Bush closely. 
He admitted that he had been in the 
vicinity of Mt. 7,'oa, and that he had 


AllllIYAL IS DECATUK. 


The news of the expected arrival of the 


negro on 
the 
Efanghfiin 
train had 


reached the Union depot. Ttie prepenoe 
of an extra number of policemen there 
excised interest, and in a short time over 


f.UU p?opl» had gathered about the depot 
to get a look at the scoundrel. Epler's 
carriage wus dniwn up at the edge of the 
platform east of the !.,!>. & W. baggage 
room. 
Officers Leech and Brookway 


went east to the Jasper street crossing, 
and a lot of people followed them. 
The 


train stopped there a moment, and this 
gave the crowd an opportunity to get 
on the platform, 
The officers were the 


first to board the tram and when it pull- 
ed uy to the depot, every available foot 
of space on the platforms was occupied. 
It looked like a circus excursion train, or 
an electric street railway trailer tram go- 
ing to the show ground on a Forepaugh 


day. 
When the train stopped Marshal 


Mason with Officers Oonnard, Kirkbride 
and Baylor were close at hand to receive 
the negro, who was quickly hurried into 
the carriage, the crowd falling back to 
let the officers pass through with the 
prisoner. Maaon, Leech, Connard, Brock- 


way, 
Fletcher, Brittoj and the prisoner 


came up town in the carriage, which was 
driven by George Kosemier, who gave 
the horses the whip and brought the rig 
to the county jail in double quick time. 
Tue carriage came down on Franklin 
street and the horses were on a gallop 
when the turn waa made at the corner of 
Wood street. 


AT THE JAIL. 


The people in the business part of the 


city knew that the negro had been cap- 
tured, but it was not known definitely 
by many jtist when he would be brought 
to the jail. Nevertheless there was a 
crowd of several hundred at the court 
house corner when the carriage came in 
sight, and then there waa a quick rush for 
the front of the jail. It was more of a 
curious than a dangerous crowd. All 
wanted to get a look at the fellow, but 
Mason and the officers had Bush out of 
the rig and into the jail so quick that but 
few could get a satisfactory view of him. 
He was taken in through tha front door 
and marched straight through the office 
into the corridor of the jail, where he was 


waa considerable talk of banging and 
mrning, but no one undertook to head 
an atr.ack upoa the jail. They simply 
stood aroaai and talked about what 
ousht to be dont>, but ou all sides it was 
said that first it should be ascertained 
beyond doubt that Bash is the right man. 
One man, who had not heard that the 
negro had been caught, remarked: "Well, 


,hey 
will never get through Mt. Zion 


with that fellow. He will be strung up 
on sight." 
"What are you talking 


about?" said a stranger, "He is now 
right Lore in jail." "Oh, h—I; yon don't 
say so!" was all the citizen had to eay. 
He waa evidently disgusted. 


THH NEWS AT MT. ZIOS. 


This forenoon it was learned at Mt. 


Zion that the negro waa under arrest. A 
greet crowd of men, some of them highly 
eicited, gathered in the town, They 
expected the prisoner would be brought 
through Zion on the train, and they had 
Mrs, Vest there to identify him. Shortly 
after 9 o'clock a telegram dated at Sulli- 
van and aent by Eli Ulery was received 
stating that the right man had been 
osnght, and that he wus on the Effing- 
ham train 
bound for Deoatur. 
The 


Effineham train does cot pass through 
Mt. Zion. 
It, passes east up the old 


Chicago & Paduoab road to Bement and 
comes into Daoatar on the main line of 
the Wabash throngb Cerro Gordo, Oak- 
ley and Sangamoc. The news in the 
Ulery telegram WHS a great disappoint- 
ment to the excited Mt, Zion people. 
All they could do then in the hope 
of getting possession of the prisoner 
so that he could be taken to the scene of 
his crime to face his victim, was lo make 
an attempt to intercept the train at San- 
gamon station, about ten miles across

searched by the police iu the presence of 
Deputy HidkiS, » few spectators and 
the KEPCHUCAN reporter. There were 
no weapons or articles of value on his 
person, only a few strings and bunches 
of paper. The KEFCBLICAN representa- 
tive tired a few questions at him while 
he was being searched and 
learned 


his name, lie did not seem to be fright- 
ened. There was some discussion as to 
ou which side of the prison he should be 
placed. The negroes on the east side 
wanted him put on the west side, and the 
prisoners on the west side called out, 
"Put him on the east side; we don't want 
him in here," The dispute was finally 
settled by Deputy Midkiff and Turnkey 
Johnny Perl, who put Bush on the east 
side. There nrs two other negroes in 
there, and one white prisoner. They 
didn't like the company of Bush but 
they had to stand it. The reporter had 
another chat with Bash after he was 
placed behind the bare, but he would not 
make 
anything like a confession, 
He 


said he was born in 18153 at Mason, Mis- 
eiesppi, and that he had come north 
about six weeks ago by way of Cairo and 
Centralia. He said further that he had 
worked in Decatnr cleaning house. He 
was defiant, and denied that he had 
touched any woman, saying that he could 
prove his innocence when he had his 
trial. Later conversations with the fel- 
low found him in a nervous etate, won- 
dering what would happen if Mrs. Vest 
would say he was the man who had es- 
eaulted her. Tears were rolling down 
his cheeks, and he wiped them away with 
his hand. The more he rellects on his 
predicament the more nervous he be- 
comes. 


CANOIXO ADorT THE JAIL. 


Since Bush has been put in jail scores 


of people have been hanging about the 
prison, In the crowd were seen several 
parties from Mt. Zion and Long Creek. 
One man had a Winchester rifle. There 


the country, They got into farm wagons, 
spring wagons, buggies and on horse- 
back, and started out for Sangamon, 
There was no lack of weapons, They did 
not connect with the train. The roads 
are muddy, and it wae difficult to make 
rapid prc gross. It \VBH expected that the 
Mt. Zion people would come direct to 
Decatnr after missing the train at Sanga- 


mon, 
but they Had not appeared in the 


city in any considerable number up to 
the hour of going to press. They prob- 
ably returned to their homes to consult 
together and agree upon a course of pro- 
cedure. 


There is more or less talk on the 


street as to what the farmers in the vicin- 
ity of Mt. Zion may attempt to do. 
It 


is assumed that there may possibly be 
an attempt to lynch the prisoner. Sher- 
iff Perl is in Chicago, attending the 
World's Fair, and Deputies 
Midkiff, 


Taylor and Hewes are in charge. 
The 


Sheriff is the custodian of the piiaoner, 
and under the law is responsible for the 
personal safety of his charge. 
The 
offi- 


cers will take, every necessary precaution 
to prevent violence and are well prepar- 
ed to resist any attack that may be made 
upon the jail. 


The extreme penalty for the crime of 


rape on conviction is life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. It ia not a capital 
offense, like murder. 


THB MAN WHO CAC8HT THE NEGRO. 


J. Milton Morgan, of Sullivan, a dep- 


uty sheriff, is the man who tracked Bnsh 
to the Sargent place. He called at the 
REPUBLICAN office this afternoon 
and 


told his story, Last night at 9 o'clock 
Deputy Sheriff Shookey met Morgan on 
the street at Sullivan and directed him 
to go down to Mrs. Elizabeth Anderson's 
place, 2Lo miles south of Sullivan, and 
get the negro who had assaulted Mrs. 
Vest near Mt. Zion. In company with 
J. A. Hams and a clog, both men well 
armed, 
started 
for 
the 
Anderson 


place to to learn that the negro had 
taken dinner there. 
He had 
gone 


south, toward a school bouse 
two 


miles distant where a daughter of Mrs. 
Anderson teaches school. Miss Ander- 
son coming home had seen the negro 
going toward the Sargent place, and 
told Morgan that the had seen him. 
Morgan and Harris drove to the Sargent 
place, to find the negro in bed. Morgan 
eays the negro came at him with a bed 
slat, but that he pulled his big 14-calibre 
revolver on him, and he quit showing 
fight. Morgan tied the negro securely 
with a rope. He got his man between 
1 and 2 o'clock, and at ten minutea of 4 
Fletcher and his party arrived at the 
scene. Morgan says Bush confesses that 
he was at the Vest place and got a dipper 
of water. He says he took hold of the 
woman's arm, but made no attempt to 
assault her. 


IDENTIFIED I;Y DARNETT, 


E. F. Barnett, the farmer who saw 


Bush and talked with him before he 
visited the Vest place, called at the jail 
this afternoon and promptly picked him 
out of a row of eix colored men, There 
is no doubt in Barnett'e rmna but tha' 
Bush is the man who called to him at his 
place Tuesday forenoon and got a drink 
of water. So far as Barnett is concerned 
the identification of Bneh is complete.

Samuel J. Bneh, the negro who was 


positively identified as the brute who 
outraged Mrs. William H. Veat in Mt. 
Zion township May !30th, was forcibly 
taken from the body of the county jail 
at 2:15 o'clock this moruicg and was ex- 
ecuted by hanging, as a quick punish- 
ment for his hideous crime. There were 
no specially exciting features connected 
with the summary lynching. Ineide of 
an hour after the attack on the jail waa 
commenced Bush was strung np, and in 
12 minutes he was pronounced dead by 
Dr. H. D. Heil and Dr. T. B. Spalding, 
who were ia the crowd and were called 
upon to examine him. The ravisher died 
of strangulation, 


THE CROWD. 


Despite the rain which fell early last 


evening the crowd of several thousand 
people, including many women and 
children, stood near the court house and 
in front of the jail. 
The rain could not 


drive them away. They expected some- 
thing to happen and they Beemed bent 
on staying np to see it out. Every few 
minutes there were rumors afloat to the 
effect that the Mt. Zion people were 
coming in, and the false reports kept the 
crowd surging to and fro, There was no 
attempt made to clear the streets or dis- 
perse the people, Everybody was;aimply 
waiting. In the crowd and at the street 
corners were farmers from the country 
who were on the watch and waiting. 
They kept close to the jail, front and 
rear, but they said nothing—they were 
only waiting. 
Ten, eleven, twelve and 


one o'clock struck from the court house 
tower, and still the lynching gang ex- 
pected from the country did not appear. 
The crowd gradually thinned out. 
It 


was believed by those who had grown 
tired of waiting that there would be no 
trouble and they went off home. 


CiME IN A BODY. 


At a few minutea before two o'clock a 


large body of men on foot, three abreaat, 
numbering about one hundred, came to- 
ward the jail from the fast on Wood 
street. They marched steadily and with- 
out demonstration straight for the jail. 
Note of them wore masks, and there 
were many in the party who were armed 
with double-barreled shotguns, rifles re- 
volvers and corn-knives. Many long oil- 
cloth coats were worn, and nearly every 
man had his hat drawn down over his 
forehead. 
There were also about 20 


young men on horseback. Some were 
mere boys, who appeared nervous and 
excited. They did not dismount. Fre- 
quently they rode swiEtly past the jail to 
the co'hrt house corner and down back 
of the jail, They 
were evidently de- 


tailed for scout duty, to aee that the 
negro was not spirited out of the jail to a 
place of safety. The leaders of the party 
proceeded direct to the side entrance to 
the jail, and on thejplatforrr, of the etepe 
were placed men with guns and cornknives 
to prevent the entrance of any party who 
might attempt to interfere with seekers 
for the life of the negro. The first door 
broken open was the outer side door 
leading into the office, 
A blow or two 


made it fly back, and in rushed the mob. 
There were no guards in sight and the 
invaders met with no resistance, It was 
then learned that inside the main corri- 
dor of the jail, close to the prisoners, 
there were about sixteen special guards 
commanded by Deputy Sheriff Midkiff. 
The guards had locked the double iron 
doors and had taken the keys with them. 


The mob 
had 
come prepared to 


break open the doors. 
They had heavy 


sledge hammers, crow-bars and picks, 
and they used them industriously, With 
the hammers a large hole was beaten iu 
the right outer door, near the hinge. 
The clanging sound of the blows could be 
heard at the Hotel Brunswick corner, 
and with nearly every blow there was a 
shout from the crowd in the street. 
Finally the hole not more than four 
inches in diamater waa made. 
A crow- 


bar was inserted, and the door at the 
central crack was pried open. That waa 
the first break. The clasp of the lock of 
the inner barred 
door 
waa 
broker, 


and 
tbat 
door 
Bwung 
inward 


to admit about twenty-five men who 
rushed in and ;by | superior numbers 
overpowered the guards, who did not ex- 
pect the door to give way at the time it 


did, 
There were no blowa exchanged, 


and not a shot was fired. In a few min- 
utes, by using the slejge hammers and 
chisels, the inside bars were broken and 
the sliding doors admitted tha men who 
had come after Bush. The negro was on 
the east aide in an upper cell. Tho first 
cell reached by the leader was that in 


which John Oaldwell, a colored man, waa 
seated with a lighted candle at his 
Bide. Caldwell, being in the first cell, 
felt that posaibly he might be miitsken 
for Bust, and so he took the precaution 
to have a candle. He did nbt want to 
suffer for Bash's crime. 
Fortunately 


the leader of the mob know Caldwell, 
and he promptly stated to tie compan- 
ions that Oaldwell should be let alone. 
Oaldwell's candle was taken to light the 
way to Bush's cell. He was found in a 
moment,hiding ucder a mattress. He wae 
stark naked, and was shaking with fear. 
He wae pulled out, and hustled down 
to the corridor and out of tha jail at the 
side door. Progress was alow, but the 
people pressed backward to allow the 
ouatodiane of tha negro to reach the mid- 
dle of the street. 
Repeatedly shouts 


went np, and there were cries of "Hang 


him! 
hang him!" 


The crowd surged about first easterly 


and then toward the north np State 
street. In a few moments there was a 
rush toward the electric light at the 
intersection of South Water and Wood 
streets. The men on horseback rattled 
about and lent the clatter of the horses' 
hoofs to the shouts of the crowd, many 
of wnom kept up the cry: 
''Hang him.'' 


STRUNG cr. 


It was probably ten minutes before 


the negro was first hoisted in the air. He 
was led to the electric light pole at the 
corner near Keck k Weigand'a cigar 
store, at the corner of Opera House block, 
and then waa a wait. Mr. Vest, the hus- 
band of the outraged woman, was talking 
with Bush, who insisted that iie was in- 
nocent. Then he waa given time to pray, 
and Bush prayed and sang in plantation 
style. He hoped that he would meet the 
people putting him to death in heaven. 
Those on the outside wondered at the 
delay, and they called out, "String him 
np," and up he went in a few moments. 


The lynobers had failed to provide 


themselves with a rope. None could be 
obtained, and halters were tafcen off 
horeea and tied together. 
Bash'a hands 


were tied behind his back. He made no 
resistance and made no effort to escape. 
He made no plea for mercy. Hie eyes 
rolled from Biue to aide, and he looked 
about without hope of rescue. 
The 


noose was formed, and it was adjusted 
by 
somebody 
near 
by, and 
then 


a party with a 
broad-brimmed hat 


climbed up the pole and threw one end 
of the rope over a guy wire. 
Willing 


hands pulled at the rope, raising Bush 
about four feet from the ground. 
Just 


then one section of the rope parted, and 
the negro fell heavily upon the briok 
pavement, striking on his Bide. His head 
was bruised by the fall. 
The man was 


partly strangled, and he presented a 
sickening sight. "String him up again!" 
was the cry, and another party > climbed 
the pole, taking the end of the rope with 
him. As the rope was too short, a car- 
riage wae driven up to the pole, and two 
meu lifted Bush on top of the rig. The 
negro wae seemingly trying to climb on 
top of the carriage himself, when he was 
given a boost. 
Another pull at the rope 


and the cairiage moved off, letting Bush 
dangle in the air, part of his naked body 
swinging above the heada of the people, 
The knot of the nooae was not under the 
ear, but at the back of the head. It was 
a plain case of slow strangulation, and 
death resulted within 12 minutes, 


The crowd appeared to be thoroughly 


aatiefied. They gave cheers for Mt. Zion 
and Decatur, and then the lynchere 
speedily left the scene. 


Coroner Bendure got notice that a 


negro had been hung and shortly before 
four o'clock the body was cut down and 
removed to Brintlinger's 
undertaking 


rooms where the inquest willjbe held. 


Pieoea of the rope were quickly appro- 


priated as grewsome souvenirs of the 
hanging, and to-day Undertaker Brint- 
linger was handing out rope chunks at 
his place of business. 


MASON COCLD'NTETOr IT. 


While the pounding at the jail door 


was in progress, Marshal Mason, accom- 
panied by Officers IJempsey and Muth- 
erspaugh [made a rush for the jail. 
They got in through the office door, Ma- 
son led the way. In the name of the Ir.w 
he commanded the men to stop and dis- 
perse. The only answer Mason got was 
a rush at him by several men who forc- 
ibly ejected him. He was pushed down 
the steps, and as he was going Borne fel- 
low kicked him on the Btomach, the kick 
giving him considerable pain and caus- 
ing illness. The policemen were pushed 
out with threats of violence, 
The man 


who kicked Mason should be prosecuted 
to the extent of the law. 


BCSH WROTE A LETTER. 


Last evening Bush wrote a letter to be 


put in an envelope and mailed to Lewis 
Collins, Hagland, Alabama, care of J, F. 
lieed, the postmaster. It was written in 
pencil on white paper, and is given here- 
with just aa written: 


Uacatur 111 Dear Louie Collins my 


ousin I am in jail it is into a very bad 
acrape tell felix and Margoa it your 
other brothers and all my connection to 
make up me the sum of 8-40.00 or 850 
dollars <k send here quick. I believe I 
can come clear for that or not less than 
23 See my father and brother They is 
right thare. Now is the time of need I 
never did ask for any favor of you all 
Please grant this one at once if you. all 
have Jo pawn something 
Send the 


money to this Lawyer k he will clear me 
if not I expect to be hung or Linched if 
you all 
fije 
try all of them men & 


woman make it up of nickles and dimes 
do so. Pray for me, earuist in hart This 
said to be white woman is cnee me hurt- 
ing her, Send the money at once. 


Lewis wrote you when I was at Carroll, 


Tenn, and never herd any more of uncle 
Bill it my other uncles to help me, i 
once if I was at my self I could tell yon 


all about it Tell my father to bory the 
amount money I sen', a year ago it 
pleased Send me some without fail & 
no delay 1 am your cuein

THE INQUEST, 


Coroner Bendnre selected n jury this 


morning to inquire into the manner of 
the death of Bush and return a verdict. 
The jurymen are Dr. H. D. Heil, fore- 


man; 
Ed. Baker, J. M. Bower, H. C. 


Wallace,Ed. Leech and E. W. Anderson. 
The body wae viewed by thu jury, »nd 
Mr. Leech gave m hie eviden;e. It wail 
in effect a statement that he bad heard 
the mob approach the jail, aca had seen 
Bush hangsd. 
He knew ncne of the 


men. The inquest then etood adjourned 
until thia evening at 7:30 o'clock, when 
further testimony will be hei.rd. Many 
look upon the inquest as a mere mutter 
of form, but the coroner w 11 make a 
thorough investigation of th<t case, and 
will get all tht> facte it is posiible to ob- 
tain. This is a case which rails for the 
closest inquiry, and if it ia nut made by 
the coroner's jury, the grand jury, which 
will meet on Monday, will :ake it up. 
It will do so, anyhow, and if evidence 
can be secured no doubt a number of in-> 
dictments for murder wi'.l be returned.

FROM HONOLULU. 


Minister Blount Experiences a 


Change of Heart, 


AND JUSTIFIES HIS PREDECESSOR 


In Almost His Entire Course—He Has 


No Thought of Restoring the Ex- 


Queen, and May Even Recom- 


mend Annexation.

It may now be positively said that 


Minister Blount has come heartily to 
approve of the revolution and prob- 
ably that he justifies nearly all of the 
course of Stevens in it. He has never 
for an instant thought of restoring 
the ex-queen or 
of 
recommending 


it to be done, notwithstanding- the dil- 
igent and persistent assertions of the 
royalists that he so intended. Whether 
he will recommend annexation is not 
clear. 
He may possibly take the 


grounds that it is undesirable on ac- 
count of the liirj^e proportion of non- 
American population 


A rnyalist rumor is now unusually 


strung anil positive that the ex-queen 
will be restored on June 11. The irov- 
crnmcnt is axlvised of the existence of 
a definite conspiracy amon^' the b.user 
class of whites to carry out this plan. 
It seems evident that they have found 
some source of supplies not hitherto in 
cache. 


The statonent that any new treaty 


was to be sent on for negotiation at 
Washington was partially incorrect. 
The government has been considering 
certain modifications to be incorpor- 
ated in a treaty of annexation if such 
be concluded. It is expected that after 
the arrival of the mail June 1, Minister 
Blount will be prepared to proceed 
with negotiations looking toward a 
protectorate or perhaps a temporary 
ariangenu'nt leaving the way open for 
a treaty of annexation 
There is some 


reason to believe that some informal 
correspondence on this subject has 
already passed l>etween lilouilt and 
persons near the government, which 
will doubtless give friendly considera- 
tion to such propositions as may bo 
made from Washington. 


C'lau.s Spreckels returned a few days
